ARRAS. 
“ The battle of Arras, which prom­ 
ises to rank in history as one of the 
pivotal clashes of the 
world 
war, 
takes its name from one of the most 
interesting of the smaller cities 
of 
Northern France,*’ says a war geog­ 
raphy bulletin issued from the Wash­ 
ington headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. 
“ Situated 
on 
the canalized River Scarpe, 137 miles 
north of Paris and 97 miles south of 
Brussels via the French 
Northern 
Railway, it is the chief town of the 
Department of Pas-re-Calais. and be­ 
fore the war was the most important 
grain market in Northern 
France. 
Amiens is thirty-eight miles by rail 
to the southwest,, and ('alais eighty- 
tw o miles to the northwest. 
The sur­ 
rounding territory is a fertile plain, 
with the Vimy ridge some six miles 
to the north. 
“ The history of Arras dates back 
beyond the Christian era, when it was 
the chief town of 
a 
Gallic 
tribe 
known as Atrebates. 
It was 
then 
known as Nemetacum or Nemetocen- 
na, but its present name is derived 
from that of the tribe. 
Traces of the 
Roman period have been found here, 
but the Vandals, who destroyed 
the 
place at the beginning of the fifth 
century, did their work of oblitera­ 
tion almost completely 
The manu­ 
facture of woolens was 
introduced 
here at an early date, however, and 
the town began to thrive again 
For 
some centuries this was one of the 
centers of tapestry weaving and in 
England the term “ arras” was a p ­ 
plied to all richly figured hangings. 
Arras boasted of a charter as earlv 
as 1180. and 
the 
instrument 
was 
ad' 
ed as a model by many of 
the 
Coring 
communities. 
But this 
it did not protect 
the 
city 
the ravages of hostile armies 


which swept hack and forth over this 


efrtile region throughout the middle 


ages. 
On one occasion the citizens 


rose against the garrison which had 


bean Installed ther e by 
Louis 
XI 
They succeeded in driving out the sol­ 
diers of the French King, but their 
victory was short-lived, for the irate 
monarch sent a larger army against 
them, razed the walls, slew many of 
the inhabitants and deported the re­ 
mainder, sending 
French men 
from 
other parts bf his domain to occupy 
the town whose very name w a sch a u g 
od to Franchise. 
Louis* successor. 
Charles VIII, rt stored the place to it 
people and rechristened 
it 
Arras. 
Some time thereafter it passed into 
German hands by the treaty of Senlis 
but in 1610 was restored 
to 
the 
French. 
“ During the French revolution, Ar­ 
ras suffered grievously, thanks 
to 
the cruelty of her native son, Joseph 
Lobon, who organized and directed 
tiie Reign of Terror here. 
Maxirnili- 
< n Robespierre and his younger broth­ 
er, Augustin, were also horn in this 
city. 
It is interesting to recall, in 
view of his subsequent 
sanguinary 
career as a member of the t ’immune 
and of the Committee of Public Safe­ 
ty. responsible for converting 
the 
streets of Paris into rivers of blood, 
fed by the guillotine, that as a young 
man Robespierre resigned his office 
as Criminal Judge in Arras 
rather 
than sentence a guilty man to death. 
“ Tapestries are no longer woven 
in Arras, but the city was a th riv in g
